(1) MASS TRANSIT OPERATING AIDS. In submitting information under section
16.42 of the statutes for purposes of the 2013-15 biennial budget act, the department
of transportation shall include recommended changes to the distribution
percentages and funding amounts of the urban mass transit operating assistance
program under section 85.20 of the statutes, as affected by this act, in response to any
changes in federal aid due to the 2010 decennial federal census.
